G.S.R. 83(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 8 of the Cinematograph Act, 1952 
(37 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Cinema¬ 
tograph (Certification) Rules, 1983", namely :—
